charming,' twenty-eight years of age;

THK TARIFF QCMWON, 


Eastern papers claiming to be well in- 


formed, ssy that no general tariff bill 
will be introduced in the present Con- 
gress. As the Republicans la? much 
•tress on the benefits derived from free 
sugar, and used cheap sugar to great 
advantage in the Ohio campaign, it is 
very probable that bills to put other arti- 
cles on the free list will be introduced 
by one side or the other. It was an 
abandonment of the protective principle 
to put sugar on the free list as it is 
largely produced in the United States, 
and according to Secrstary Rusk's report 
a method has been devised for granulat 
ing sorghum juice, so that every farmer 
in the corn-growing States can produce 
bis own sugar. However that may be, 
the McKinley men "point with pride'* to 
free sugar as one of the best features of 
the 
new 
.tariff 
law, 
and 
as 
the 


people 
are 
disposed 
to 
believe 


them, it is very probable that an at- 
tempt will be made in the present Con- 
gress to enlarge those good features by 
putting coal, iron ore, binding twine, 
cotton ties and the inferior grades of raw 
•wool on the free list. This is simply car- 
rying out one of the principles, and the 
one for which the most credit is claimed 
of the McKinley bill. 


That a bill to place the articles namec 


on the free list would pass the House 
there is not much doubt, and it is be 
lieved it would also have a majority in 
the Senate, which is composed, according 
to the latest classification, of forty-seven 
Republicans, thirty-nine Democrats, anc 
two members of the Alliance. 


Tbe new members of the Senate an 


Felton of California, General Palmer o 
Illinois, Ffefer of Kansas, Gibson o 
Maryland, Oallinger of New Hampshire 
Hill of New York, Hansbrough of North 
Dakota, Irby of South Carolina, Brice o 
Ohio, Vilas of Wisconsin, and Kyle e 
South Dakota. Pfefcr and Kyle will voti 
for tariff reduction. Three of the Repub 
licans, yet in the Senate, Paddock, Petti 
grew and Plumb, voted against the Me 
Kinley bill, aud Huasbrough of Nortl 
Dakota, is pledged in favor of tariff re 
duction. These four Republican votes 
and the two Farmers'Alliance votes, wil 
make the Senate staud 45 to 43 for a rea 
sonable reduction of the tariff. 


It is not probable, however, that an; 


radical changes in the tariff will be at 
tempted at this session of Congress 
though it must he conceded that abolish 
ing the duty on sugar, and pointing to 
the great benefit it has been to the people 
by cheapening its price, has weakenec 
the protective principle materially, and 
may result in getting many more articles 
on the free liat.

G. M Dallas of Pennsylvania, for the 
Third; Nathan Goff of West Yirglnia, 
tor the Fourth; William H. Tift of Ohio, 
for the Fifth aud William A. Woods ol 
Indiana, for the Sixth. 


As it was alleged in California that 


several of the State Supreme Judges ex 
pected to be appointed United States 
Circuit Judges, and that such expectation 
influenced their decision in the case of 
Bruner vs. the Grand Jury, the fact that 
tbe President ssnt no names to the Sen- 
ate for the two Pacific Coast Circuit 
Judges, was the cause of much comment 
in Washington, and tt,e ualy reason as- 
signed for the delay, was that the Presi- 
dent was waiting to hear from Senator 
Stanford. 


Senator Stanford did not start East 


until after the California Supreme Court 
decided tbe Grand Jury illegal.

My last letter gare forecasts of the storm 


war* due to cross the continent from the 
16th to 20th, and 


TBB H«XT 6TOBM -WAT! 


Will be doe to reach the Alaskan Ooatt not 
far west of the Colombia river about De- 
cember 20th. The front of this storm cen- 
ter will cross the Booky Mountains about 
the 21st, affecting the weather as far south 
M Northern Nsw Mezieo and causing 
warmer weather further south while the 
storm is in the Eocky Mountains. The 
storm center will enter the western portion 
of the great central valleys about the 22d, 
and by the close of the dsy it will show 
largely increased energy. 
Its path will 


probably be throngh Colorado, toward the 
southeast, followed on the plains and far 
into Texas by at least a severe cold wave 
and probably a blizzard. The continued 
path of the center of this storm will prob- 
ably be in the direction of St. Louis or 
south of that point, and it will oross the 
&lst meridian—about the line of the Mis/- 
ilsaippi river—abont Deoember 23d, and 
on that day or the day following the storm 
enter will become a furious Winter storm 
while a cold wave—probably a blizzard— 
will, at the same time, develop in the 
upper Missouri Valley. 


While the center of this storm is in the 


middle portions of the great valleys warm 
weather will be general over Texas and the 
Southern States, with frequent showers of 
ain in most of the Southern States, M the 
warffl wave moves slowly eastward. Not 
ar from the 21th a cool wave will reaeh 
Texas and gradually extend southeastward 
nto Florida by the 25th or 29th. - 


On the 24th the storm center will affect 


he Ohio Valley, while the warm wave will 
be reaching the Atlantic Stater. At the 
same time the cold wave will be spreading 
out over the Missouri and Mississippi Vat- 
eys above St. Louis. 


About the 25th the storm center will 
tch the Atlantic Stales, and the cold 


wave will be entering the Ohio Valley, 


.t this time the storm wave on the Atlantic 
Coast will be losing energy and as it passes 
ut by way of the mouth of the Bt. Law- 
ence Valley onto the Atlantic Coast about 
he 2Gtb, it will become only a moderate 
torm. 


8EVXBB DALES AND BAIN AND SNOW. 


Severe gales may be expected in ihe 
ioinity ot the upper lakes about the 23d 
nd 24tb, while the storm center is at its 
reateat force in Ihe middle Mississippi 
alley. 
A large amount of rain and snow will full 


n the United States from the effects of this 
iaturbance, and the weather of every part 
f the North American continent will be 
ffeoted by it. Precipitation will not occur 
very whet e, bat the heat, coll, clouding 
nd clearing weather of the whole contl- 
ent will be dominated, controlled by (hat 
toim wave. 


I have thus given forecasts of this storm 


wave more in detail than usual because I 
egard them as of more than usual import- 
nee. 
No other meteorologist wovld un- 


ertake to give the details of a storm wave 
s I have in the above, and while -readers 
f these forecasts are watching, ready to 
ritioise any error I may make in reference 
o it, they should remember that while 017 
etters are dat*d later, these calculations 
re necessarily made on December 7th, 
ixteen days before the storm center-is due 
o oross the Mississippi Valley. 
My read- 


is will also note that I do not undertake 
o give the exact dite that any feature of 
he weather will reach any given point, 
at usually use the term "about." By 
his I mean that the weather event will 
ocnr at that place within twenty-four 
ours of sunset—before or after on the 
ate mentioned. 


LONG BAXOE POBKCASTS. 


This gives the agriculturist and others a 


ong range forecast, which, while it is not 
nfalltble, is reliable to that extent which 


s given my weekly letters a circulation 


f two million, with at least five million 
eaders. 
I claim that not less than four- 


(ths of my weather forecasts are verified 


within twenty-four hours before or after 
be dates I give. The Weather Bureau ot 
he United States, with all its vast facilities 
nght to be almost infallible in its prsdio- 
ions covering twenty-four hours lu ad- 
•ace, and the two combined, especially if 
he electrical theory of weather changes 
were encouraged and aided by the General 
Government, ought to give to the masses 
satisfactory forecasts of the weather. 


My last storm wave ot .December will be 


due to leave the Pacific coast about the 
26th, oross the Booky Mountains about the 
27th, oross the great central valleys from 
the 28th to 30tb, and reach the Atlantic 
Coast about the 31st. 


I gee nothing remarkable about this 


storm wave except that all our Winter 
storms will be of more than average force. 
The cold wave following it will be very 
sever* in extreme northern latitudes, but I 
am of the opinion that it will not penetrate 
the Southern States with any degree of 
severity. 


I will again repeat that I expect the cold 


est part ot the Winter and the most sever* 
Winter storms to occur after the first week 
in January, and that the Winter will tee 
more severe in the great central valleys 
than on the Atlantic Coast.

to make the first session of th* fifty-second 
Congress a short one.

BILIA AMD BC8OI.07IONS. 


In the Senate six hundred and twelve

The great physician sits 
in a large room ou the ground floor, sur- 
rounded by pupils.

His regular features an,d 
fresh complexion denote health, and his 
broad, high forehead, hardly touched by 
a wrinkle, is framed in white hair. 


His eyes are the bluest and brightest I 


have ever seen, for his soul seems to be 
concentrated in these oyes, and they pene- 
trate you through and through—in fact, 
to make a diagnosis, the abbe only looks 
at a patient and in diagnosis he never 
errs. Some who went to the priest with 
despair in their hearts left him buoyed 
up by courage and with the assurance 
that their diseases were not incurable. 


Although the abbe says "I cannot de- 


atroy death," still be has cured many 
whose diseases baffled the skill of others. 
A man whose face was disfigured by a 
horrible cancer asked his advice. Calm- 
ly the priest said, "It is easily cured," 
and after several weeks of lotions and 
baths the cancer disappeared. The blind 
have recovered their sight and the lame 
have walked. 


According to the Abbe Kneipp every 


disease originates in the blood; there 
may be a disturbance in its circulation, 
where may be a derangement of its com- 
position. 


WHAT WATEB DOES. 


Water alone can act thoroughly on the 


blood, and water produces four notice- 
able effects. It dissolves the injurious 
principles of the blood, eliminates tbat 
which has been dissolved, restores regu- 
lar circulation to the purified blood and 
fortifies the debilitated organism. In a 
talk with the abbe after consultation 
hours, he said that fifty years ago people 
did not take cold as at the present time. 
Why? Simply because the body was more 
hardened to changes in temperature. 


Water makes the body capable of en- 


during all climates, and the best way to 
begin the treatment is to walk barefoot 
in the wet grass. After a quarter of an 
hour's promenade without drying the 
feet, one must put on dry shoes and 
stockings and exercise until the feet are 
very warm. "If you can find no dew, 
no wet grass," said the abbe, "walk on 
cold, wet stones, or even on the snow. 
That is my remedy for those who are al- 
ways taking cold." 


The abbe's treatment varies according 


to the malady. For some he prescribes 
~apor baths, for others wet compresses, 
for others baths with oats or hay added 
to the water, etc. The water must be 
as cold as possible, and in winter snow is 
preferred. Bat a cold bath must never 
last more than five minutes, including 
the time required for dressing and un- 
dressing, and the bather must never use 
towels, but always exercise for fifteen 
minutes after the bath. Friction only 
causes unequal circulation, but exercise 
produces a uniform heat. 


Warm baths should always be followed 


by a plunge in cold water. The good 
abbe says one must never drink too much 
water, and the least possible during re- 
pasts. "Drink a little water before eat- 
ing, very little while eating, and two or 
three hours after drink aa much as you 
wish."—Paris Cor. New York World.

flea manages to exist in the sand, where 
his chances of obtaining a meal may 
not occur once in a lifetime, so natural- 
ists are puzzled as to how the shark 
maintains himself. The ocean is wide, 
and the number of men who fall over- 
board small indeed in comparison to its 
area. 
The vast proportion of sharks, 


then, must go through their lives with- 
out a remote chance of obtaining a meal 
at the expense of the human kind. 


There is no ground for the supposition 


tbat the shark can exist upon air; he is 
not like the whale, provided with au ap- 
paratus that enables him to sweep up 
the tiny inhabitants of the seas. He is 
too slow in swimming, and infinitely too 
slow in turning, to catch any fish that 
did not deliberately swim into bis month; 
and unless we suppose that, as it is said 
of the snake, he exercises » magnetic in- 
fluence over fish and causes them to rush 
headlong to destruction between his 
jaws, it is impossible to imagine how he 
obtains a sufficient supply of food for his 
sustenance.
